And then the whole 
subject was laid on the table by a majority of 
one.

The New Albany Ledger of yesterday has the 
following article upon the proposed r wites for the 
Falls City and Vincennes Railroad: 
From the interest manifesied bythe leading 
citizens of Naw Albeny, Vincennes and interme- 
diate points In reference to the proposed ratlroad 
between this city and Vincennes, and the pretimi- 
nary organization of the Falls Ctty and Vincennes 
Railroad Company, it may be considered Oniy a 
matter of time when the work will be commenc 1d 
and vigoto:sly pushed to an early completion.

This 
line crosses Indian creek sixteen miles west of 
this city, passes six miles northeart of ee, 
in Harrison eounty, and nine miles norsho 
Leavenworth, ta Crawford county, At Hartford 
the line would be sixteen miies south of Paell, 
and at St. Joseph, in Dubos county, it would be 
south of the Shoals on the Ohio and Mississippt 
rozd twenty two miles.

It will be seen that this line will pass through 
countias that have no outlet to market for their 
roduce eXcept ata heayy expense, hauling {t @ 
ong distance over bad roads. This line would 
be the most ponctianbie and would prove much 
the best, as there would be no competition from 
the line of roads north. As regards the timber 
aud mineral products of the country through 
which the southern and middle lines would pass, 
there is very little advantage. Both are adout 
equal, and should either line be selected we 
should expect large revenue to the !ine from this 
traffic alone. We trust the people along the line 
will work in earnest until the projected road from 
this city to Vincennes is a reality.

FRaNnkrort, Friday, Jan. 1. 

Mr. Waite—Mre. Speaker: I do not intend 
to detain the House with any long discussion 
of the subject. I had the honor to be favored 
with the indulgence of the House in present- 
ing this subject two years ago, Then I treated 
of the most important features of that bill. 1 
only waut, sir, now to presert the House with 
what I consider the actual necessity of the 
paseage of this bill at this time. 

Sit, 1 find by the report of the keeper of the 
penitentiary at the close of the year 1865, that 
the total number of convicts in the peniten- 
tiary at that time—three years ago—was two 
hundred and thirty-six, The total number re- 
ecived for the two years thereafter was six 
Luanared and sixty-six, making a total of nine 
hundred and two. Of these no less than two 
hundred and thirty-seven were between the 
ages.of fifteen and tv.enty years. The number 
of prisoners in the penitentiary on the Ist of 
this month was. six hundred and sixteen, an 
increase in the past three years from two hun- 
dred and thirty-six to six hundred and 
sixteen. that number there are three 
hundred ‘mi forty-one whites and 
two hundred and seventy-five negroes re- 
ceived during the past years, three hundred 
and forty-three of whom are under twenty 
years of age. I will here take the privilege 
to correct a mistake made by some newspa- 
per in regard toa statement made by mea 
few days ago, that there wcre now more be- 
grocs in the penitentiary than whites. I was 
misundcretoop; the statement I made was 
that the penitentiary was filled up and that 
within the past six or nine months nearly as 
many and perhaps more negroes than whites 
had been received. This statement was made 
to me by the keeperand I have no doubt it is 
correct. 

Mr. Speaker, we have now to do one of two 
thing:; our penitentiary is crowded; the 
keeper tells me that there are more than one 
hundred and fifty of these convicts who ought 
not to be there, and that they ought to be in 
a hotee of refuge. For want of room in the 
gcnitentiary we have to do one of two things; 
we must build this house of refuge or we 
must build another penitentiary. There is no 
avoiding this question. 

We cannot, it seen s, from the best informa- 
tion we have, bui'd a penitentiary that would 
answer the purpose for less thau two or three 
hundred thousand dollars. In this bill we pro- 
»08e to spend in the purchase of from one 
hunared and fifty to three hundred acres of 
land, fifty thonsand dollars. It also provides 
an additional sum often thousand dollars to 
be used the second year in defraying the ex- 
penses of the institution and fitting it for the 
reception of inmates. ; 

The question then is, will we buiid this 
house of reform or build another penitentiary? 
Will we consign hundreds of oreken boys and 
rirls, and boys and girls who have parents 
who do not deserve the name of nts, who 
are driven out upon the world, fully inte the 
hands of the most abandoned and profligate of 
our population—w.ll we consign them to the 
company of hardened criminals? 

Stall we, stead of taking these poor un- 
protected, uncared for, and unfortunate chil- 
dren of our State and place them in this 
House of Reform, training them in morals and 
intellect, and sending them forth to the 
world with a useful trade, prepared to act as 
useful citizens; shall we, I say, consign them 
to the penitentiary to live in infamy and 
sheme?® 1 cannot believe that there fs any 
member on this floor who can commit such 
an act. No, sir. 

The system of penitentisries and other 
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and labor of the most eminent men of Earope 
and the United States, and a revolution is 
going on in this respect. It is no deemed 
proper and right that States shall consign 
that unfortunate class to prisons without pro- 
tection, but are returned to ’ ul 
Citizens. I cannot believe, sir, that Kentacky 


vil. ue behind her sister States in this noble 
work. 


Mr. ker, T have looked into the Asy- 
inm for Idiots. I have no word to say against 
that charity; itis one that does credit and 
hovor to oer State.

HéCcssayy for me to say much upeou this occe- 
lisp. The Legisiatur? of Kentucky has in 
former days been very liberal and just iu 
spending money for charitable institutions. 
They have provided for the insane, and they 
have provided an asylum for the blind, mutes 
and the feeble-minded. They have speut 
thousands upon thousands of dollars for chari- 
ties, and very nobly have they done so. But 
there is one charity, and that one is embraced 
in the bill pow under consideration, that bas 
been overlooked or not provided for by past 
legislation. ; 

4 propose, Mr. Speaker, to call the attention 
of the House not only to the importance but 
to the absolute necessity for the passage of 
this bill at the present time. It has been pre- 
pared with a great lof care, and looked 
into, so thatit may be adapted to the necessi- 
ties of the people of Kentucky. In my judg- 
ment, such a billis now before you. I say it 
is not Only a matter of policy, not only a mat- 
ter of charity, but a matter of absolute neces- 
sity; andthis is so not only in a financial 
point of view, but m a moral and relivious 
point of view.

There are 
ip that eee ag) at this hour, while we are 
here deliberating for the good of the citizens 
of Kentucky, from two bundred and fifty to 
three hundred inmates who in reality onght 
not to be there. We have thus far provided 
but one place for all classes of offenders, from 
youth up to old age, regardless of sex or 
color. 

No other State in the Union, perhaps, 
either North or South, East or West, has ne- 
giected this branch <2 charity to the 
extent that we have. his bill creates or 
fands an asylum, or, I may say, home for 
youne offenders. When they are driven out 
upon society—it may be perhaps for the very 
purpose o eS ara it is 
their first offense, trivial in its nature—they 
are .ent to the penitentiary amoag hardencd 
criminals, steeped in crime, and for whom all 
hope of reform , bas fled—these youths, from 
iwelye to iourteen years of age, whose carly 
education bas been neglected, who maj not 
have been tavght - simple A 
and to beeontined wi hardened 
criminals, only ome adepts 
in crime end again turned loose upon socicty. 
It is the purpose of the bill now under consid- 
eration to snatch from the paths of vice and 
iniquity the first offenders, educate and en- 
lighten the mind, elevate the moral staudard 
of their youths, instill in them rand 
nobler principles, that they may go out into 
the world and do battle for the cause of moral- 
lity, and become useful members of society.

This House ot Reform ts for the purpose of 
taking these young offenders, placing them 
away irom those hardened sinners, surround- 
ing them with influences of morality, teach- 
ing them the fundamental principles of re- 
ligion, end educating the mind. 

Ap examination of this reform in other 
States gives me the right to say that many 
boys and girls have thas been reformed and 
made shining lights in society. I said when I 
first gotup, that we had been commendably 
charitable; but this is a charity second to none 
that has ever been fostered or protected by 
eur Legislature. 

The whole people of Kenfucky are united 
in indorsing every charitable object. I know 
of nothing that has been before thia Legisla- 
ture of more importance than this unless it 
should be a bill in relation to the education of 
the young of this country. It bas been said, 
and very justly too, bya distinguished poet 
that crime is orance in action. 00k 
throwgh our own penitentiary, and you will 
find thaithree ont of fonr, probably nine out 
of ten, have grown up Jn ignoran®e. Their 
early education has been entirely neglected. 
This bil contemplates, as before said, their 
education. In a financial point of view you 
will find it much cheaper to educate the youth 
than to keep them in penitentiaries. It is 
wise tolook at it in that way, but it has a 
nobler standpoint, aud humanity appeals to us 
in tones of thunder. Many youths are saved 
from destruction in this way. 

There has been since the Ist of January, 
1866, upward of six hundred coavicts consigned 
to the penitentiary, about three hundred of 
which are under twenty-five years of age. 
Create this bill; put the machine in operation, 
and you at once relieve our penitentiary of 
twobhundred and fifty convicts. There will be 
fewer candidates for the penitentiary. I urge 
‘he peeunivry necessity of this, while ina 
moral and religious sense it appeals strongly 
ious. You have only to educate the youth 
und you will starve the prison Keepers. Let 
them grow up in ignorance and vou will have 
to Lui:d new pr'sons and enlarge the ones fyon 
huvc, al ihe expense of thousands of doilars, 
Mx. dJrripnson—lI desire, Mr. Speaker, to 
make a few remarks tpon this DI. Perhaps 
it is superfiaous at this juncture, as so much 
bas been said by the committee who wave so 
fuliv investigated the subject. My opinion is 
that a bouse of this character is greatly need- 
ed. Enlightened experience speaks highly of 
the ments of Houses of Reform. There 
habits of industry are inculeatad, and its in- 
mates made fit members of society. Before 
the war an institution of this nature was 
undertaken. It was not finished until after- 
ward. The friends of this enterprise were 
most agreeably disappointed in its workings, 
A visitor to that institution cannot but be 
favorably impressed. Having seen children 
about the streets and alleys tilthy and dirty, 
he feels gratified in looking upon them now. 
We have a variety of employments for them. 
In one room the children are engaged in kuit- 
ting an‘ tailoring; In another they are mak- 
ing shoes. The larger boys are engaged in 
grardening and farming on a small seale. They 
have aood schools, with competeat teachers. 
Ip passing through I saw a lady, weeving be- 
cause a Fon, an Only son, had become so mach 
attached to the place that he said he would 
rather stay thanreturnhome. All her natural 
feelings were so aroused that she became 
cuflused with deep grief. 

The amount proposed by this bill is very 
small. In facet, [ bed thought it too small, 
but the committee think it sufficient for a 
start. The fact that there are two hundred 
and forty convicts, under the age of tweniy- 
five years, in the penitentiary, is a strong ar- 
gument in favor of a house of this character. 

Iam not ig aes and do not desire to en- 
ter into details, and have only to say that I 
hope it will pass the Honse by a large vote.

The Coming Lecturer, 
As Mr. Henry Vincent ts announced to lecture 


this city, we think it not entirely !nappropriate 
to give a few extracts from a biographical sketch 
of his life, which we copy from a Philadelphia 
paper:

Captain Seymour Barmore, before bis extracr- 
PR os abduction from a ratiway train by the 
Tennessee @okilux, was a man who had made 
some little reputation as a detective, and a great 
deal more as a dead beat, but the unpleasant little 
circumstence which is alleged to have receatly 
happened him may send bix name down into bis- 
tory a8 enue of the martyrs, end the mystery 
whieh enshrouds his fate will draw the syntpa- 
thy of at least ali who did not k him. It was,

martyr of Seymour Barmore, or i meddle with 
him in any way. 
Poor Barmore! The kicks and cuffs he hae re- 
ceived on all hands during his career as a detert- 
ive, whether deserved or not, were enough to 
haye made a misanthrope of the best man*that 
ever itved. Peopie ecemed to think he hadno 
business to ifve, and even noty that he is dead—or 
supposed to be—they ere not willingto tet bim 
rest. The New Albany Commercial, which ap- 
plauded the Indiana Kuklux, yesterday gave Bar- 
more a parting kick. It did up his obituary in u 
burry. It said of him:

Sometime ago, a reporter in Medison. ladiaan®, 
worked up astory about Barmore which might 
or might not bave been true. There wa; an ta- 
Jured female tn the case, and the odtum which 
this publication brought upon him no donbt had 
much t0 do with his emigration to Tennessee. 
He went to Nashville about the time of its c2p- 
ture by the valorous Joe Blackburn, and the debut 
of the Radical metropolitan police. It was said 
he had an eye to a position on the police force, 
but this he never received, and somehow the 
metropolitans were proverbially ‘‘down on Bar- 
more” from, their frst sight of him. 
He was a iaill, well-proportioned man, 
with, if we remember right, Nght hair, 
blue eyes, a heavy muatache, and a well- 
trimmed beard. He had a hare lip, which his 
big mustache concealed, but his speech to some 
extent betrayed the deformity. He was dis- 
tinguished from other men, partly by a light cap 
(caps are not worn in Nashville), but more par- 
ticularly by a rich suit of black velvet, roat, vest 
and pantaloons, which, with some ‘little show of 
jewelry, set him off to no little advantage among 
the straight-cut jeans and sober broadctoths 
that moved staidly up and down Cherry street 
every day. It first went ontthat he was from 
Chicago, and he would soon have stood as goud 
a chance as any one in his line, bad it not oeen 
forthe inordinate dislike which his presence 
seemed to inspire. This did not discourage him, 
though. He picked upa good many odd jobs, and 
though he “moved his office’ very frequently, 
and was said to have had trouble with his Iand- 
lords, he seemed determi ned to live down all Op- 
itien. Hanging out an imposing sien from 
littie bufiding adjoining the postoffice, an- 
uncing his olfice as “The Great Western | De- 
tective Police Agency,”’ he went into businsss 
with a will. Before he had operated long, bovw- 
ever, some of bis rivals secured his arrest on the 
charge of unlawfully acting as a policeman, and 
he was unceremoniously thrust into the work- 
house, after being subjected to the ignominy of 
having his pockets searched at police headquar- 
ters, by ordinary policemen. He did not remain 
long tn the workhouse, ani afer denouncing the 
police and the Police Commissioners tn one of the 
morning papers, he resumed the even tenor of 
his way, and went on making arrests. He was 
not egain molested. 

‘In the Northwestern railroad difficulties he 
was employed, or at least worked for, Col. Innes, 
a pet of Brownlow, and likewise: turned his at- 
tention to the Kukinx, though we do not know 
that he had apy designs on that mysterious body. 
There was a good deal of Kuklux excitement, 
and Barmore was one of the few who witnessed 
the grand entree of a large body of the hooded 
horsemen to Nashville-thcir first and last 
known visit to the State Capital. They 
passed through the city at mid- 
night, ard the whcle police force was drawn up 
to meet them half an hour after they had disap- 
peared fn the suburbs. 

Some of Barmore’s enemies subsequently fabri- 
eated a story of his seizure by the Kuk!lux, and of 
his Initiation tothe padlock degree. The story 
was genererally believed, and brought him into 
ridicule, though there was not a word of truth in 
ft, as, on the night it was said to have occurred, 
he was in Nashville. Altogether, the man tna 
velvet led a very unenviable life, and if the Ku- 
kiux have really had to do with his taking off, 
they only freed a poor persecuted soul that will 
cry out to God against them in the day to come. 

Our dispatches last night bring no tidings of the 

detective, and the impression that he has 
been fouily dealt with seems to have become gen- 
eral.

Mary Haslan, as his house- 
keeper, previous to his death, had access to his 
notes and papers,and after Mr. Walker died she 
moved into town and occupied ea bouse on Tweilfia 
etreet. Officer Ed. Davis, of the Metropolitan 
Police, getting information that certain papers 
which had belonged to Mr. Walker were 
in her possession, notified Mr. John Burnett, a 
relative of the deceased, and upon the instance 
of Mr. Burnett warrants were issued for the 
searching of the house, not only of Mary Has- 
lah, but of Mrs. Alexander, a friend of hers, liv- 
ing on Chestnut street, between Elevents and 
Twelfth, with whom she had been known to be 
quite intimate. The search was made on Thurs- 
day, and, atthe time, Mary Haslan was moving 
from Twelfth street to a house on Fifteenth. 
Both houses were searched, and in her trunk in 
the house on Fifteenth street were found some, 
papers of the late Mr. Walker, together with 
$500 in notes, which were due him fom various 
parties. A note of $94, which had been given by 
her brother, was found torn in pieces, Another 
of the notes was for $25). The house of Mrs. 
Alexander was also searched, but nothing what- 
everswas found to criminate her. 

Mary Haalan is suspected of having in her pos- 
session a note of $3,600, belonging to Mr. Walker, 
and given by Worden P. Hahn; and it is alleged 
that she made an attempt, through Mrs. Alexan- 
der, to negotiate a surrender of the note to Mr. 
Hahn, ata considerabice discount, which propo- 
sition that gentleman refused to listento. It is 
probable that Mrs. Alexander wil! be discharged 
as her testimony in the case will be important. 

The attorney for the defeneve asserted hts belief 
yesterday that nothing worse thana breach of 
trust could be made out against bis client, Mary 
Haslan. In default of $508 ball she was commit- 
ted to jail to await a hearing on Monday.

RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES. 

The entire receipts of the Workhouse for the 
year ending DecembeF 51, 1868, were $25,348 745, 
of which amount $13,088 20 is ehargeable to the 
Fastern district, $7,066 744 to Western district, 
$1,942 02, the emount of stone sold to contractors 
by order of the Mayor, which money ! have coi- 
lected and paid into the City Treasury, and the 
remainder wae furnished tothe Work house-road 
snd the Taylor Barracks, 9s ordered by your hon- 
orabic body. The entire expenses of the work- 
house were $19,527 56, an amount less than re- 
ceipts by €5,816 184g. The expenses of the pest- 
house were $876 40). From his institution 
there bave been no receipts. save $25 for a lop of 
old brick, sold by order of the Mayor. The en- 
tire reveipts of beth pest and work-honses 
amount to $25,568 7435, while the whole expensex 
of both houses are $20,408 %4y, from which de- 
duct $],942 2, cash paid into the City Treasury 
for stone seid as above stated, and you find th:

CONDITION OF THE PRISONERS. 

At the commencement of the year 186% there 
were remaining in the workhouse 52 prisoners, 
and 1,696 prisoners bave been committed during 
the yvar, making tm a)! 1,148. Yet, out of this 
large numberof persoms, whose very habits are 
calculated to furnish material for disease and the 
grave, there has been bui one death during the 
year, and that from me¢niaa pol. There bas 
been ho sickness other than that resulting from 
intemperance and adultery, except some cases of 
intermittent and remittent fever, wRich readily 
yielded to the treatment. Very recently we bad 
several cases of smali-pox to occur In the prison, 
wut they were at once removed to the pest-honse, 
and the prison entirely relieved of the dts#ase. 
Ai the preeent writing there f* no sickness in.the 
prison. ; 

INMATES OF THE PEST-HO'SE. 

I would suggest that some precaution should 
be need by those having authority to send per- 
sons to the pest-bonge, lest the city be imposed 
upon, as 1 ind that cases of thts character were 
sentthere by efficers of the Board of Health, 
which cases were from adjavent counties, and 
Louisville taxed und charged with thetr protec- 
lion. I have endeavored to ferret out the per- 
sons who brought these parties to the city, but 
so far without any success. Twenty-six persons 
have heen admitied to the pest-house with small- 
pox. of which humber 5 died, 19 were discharzed. 
and 2 remain. A large majority of those admil- 
ted were negroes. For further taformation con- 
cerning the health and sanitary regalation< of 
the prison, | would respectfully refer to the re- 
ports of Dr. G. W. Crawford, physician of the 
Kastern District. 

EXHAUSTION OF THE QUARRY. 

It may be proper for me to inform your lLonora- 
ble body that the quarry will not last longer than 
two yeare. I have no snggestions to make in re- 
ference to any other, preferring to leave that 
matier to the wisdom of the Genera! Council. 

FEMALE PRISONFRS. 

It will be remembered by your honorable body 
that the labor of the women ‘In the quarry was 
discontinued shortly after my election, and they 
have consequently become a source of expense, 
there being no way tu which | can keep them em- 
ployed, save in washing, ceoking, cleaning, 
mending, and making for the prisoners, and at 
work in the garden and fleld during the summer 
months. I am satisfied that to bvuy goods for 
them 16 make up, With a view to selling the pro- 
duct of their labor, would be a failure; hence I 
did not wish to incur the risk. The time for 
which they are committed and the manner in 
which they are discharged preclude anv hope of 
succe ®,

I have faithfully endeavored to ,keep down ex- 
penres, and have only bought what was actually 
necessary; lorthe proofs of which I respectfully 
invitc an examination of my monthly reports and 
vouchers for the year tnding December 31, 1843. 
Ido not know of a dollar that I have spent with- 
out justifiable cause.
